The end of tiie 
shaft 7 adjacent tiie screw threads 5 is of 
circiilar cross section and is lotatable in. a 
bush 8. The other end of the shaft 7 is of 
5 sqoare cross section and is supported in a 
square socket in a handle 9. The handle 9 
is fcxcmed as an end cap on the second 
housing portion 3. 
The handle 9 is rotatable about the hous- 

10 ing portion 3 so that the shaft 7 and accord- 
ingty the roll of pap» strip 4 rotate there- 
with. Adjacent the bush 8 a rnbber plug 
10 is mounted on the shaft 7 to provide a 
friction brake when the shaft 7 is rotated 

15 by the handle 9. 

Spacers 11 are provided on the shaft 7 
adjacent eadi end of the toll 4 to main- 
tain the toll 4 in its position in the housing 
portion 3. The end of the shaft 7 catcying

An exit slot 12 (see figure 2) is provided 
in the housing potion 3, dnougji vMx^

25 One edge of the slot may be a serrated 
cutting edge 13 or provided with other 
means for removing a portion of the paper 
strip.

13 of exit slot 12. 

40 For removal of paper strip from the 
housing portion 3, the m^ber 15 is rotated 
so that the slots 16 and 12 are in register. 
AStsT sufficient strip has been disp^ised by 
rotation of handle 9. it is torn off usmg 

45 cutting edge 17. The membear 15 is then 
rotated so tiiat tiie body of member 15 
covets slot 12 and the edge 14 of paper 
strq> protruding tiiereftom. 
The member 15 is provided with tnternai 

50 protrusions 18 Miriadx are engageable with 
correspondingly spaced depressions 19 in 
the houang. The depresaons 19 and pro- 
trusions 18 are arranged so that when, ihev

By Yirtne of its resilience^ the portion of 
the member 15 carrying the protrusi ons 18 
may be lifted to disengage the protrusions 
18 from the depressions 19, and the menir- 
60 ber 15 may then be rotated to expose the 
slot When suffident psq»er has beea re- 
moved, the member 15 is returned to its 
origmal position and the probrusions and 
depressions re-engage. 
65 It win be f^predated that the corres- 



ponding depressions and protrusions could 
be positioned so that the detent action 
occurs when the meniber is in a position to 
expose the slot Equally protrusions and 
depressions may be provided to gjLve a 70 
detent action in both positions. The location 
of the depressions and protrusions may be 
reversed as desired with respect to the 

mem- 
ber 15 and the iinniyjpg. 

In an alternative embodiment a tubidar 75 
n^ranber having no exit slot may be pro- 
vided. The tubular memb^ is then moved 
axially along the jinT i-QiiTg portions 3 m{ \ 1 
to uncover and cover the slot 12 and the 
strip edge 14.

1. A writing instrumfint comprising a sub- 
iStan&Sy tubular housing having at one end 
Tnarktng mean^ adjacent the other end and 100 
exit slot for one ^id of a roll of paper 
which is fiDBe to rotate within the housmg» 
and means on tiie housing movable from a 
first position covering the ^ot to a second 
position exposing the slot, the movable 105 
means and the housing being provided witii 
at lea st one co-operating depresaon and 
protrusion acting as detent means in at least 
jone of the said positions. 

- 2. An accessory dewe fcnr a writing no 
instramoat compriang a substantially 
tubular housing having at one end means for 
engag^nent witii a writing instrument* a 
xaBsd paper staip which is free to rotate 
.within tiie housing, an exit slot in the hous- 115
